The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



2. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. In claim 6, "the first direction side and the second direction side" are not clear 
where the two directions appear in claim 1, but there is no "side", and it is not clear if those 
directions are related to claim 1 or not. It is also not clear to what "opposite to one of the 
direction sides" refers. It is also not clear from the specification at Fig. 7 how the paddings are 
related to the first and second directions as introduced in claim 1. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(f) he did not himself invent the subject matter sought to be patented. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-2, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a,b,e, or f) 1 as being anticipated by 
admitted prior (APA) Figs. 9-12. APA fig 10 admits of the claimed invention with housing 1 
having cylinder IB protruding in a first direction (upwards), cylinder wall ID, annular insulating

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g substrate with resistor film and LED film 3, 4, insulating knob 6, with cylinder 6 A, flange 6G, 
with LED slider 8, 9, resistor slider 7, cover 10, and surface mount LED 1 1 fitted at the end of 
the through hole in a second direction (downwards). The LED is a surface mount since it can 
mount on a surface. A first contact of slider 8 resiliently contacts the electrode of LED 11, and 
a second contact 9 of the LED slider contacts the film 3. For claim 2, the end at 6C is flattened 
and conforms as claimed, see Figs. 10-11. For claim 5, the LED sliders 8,9 disclose two 
contacts, or one each in sliding contact. In claim 7, the housing of 1 1 is taken to be transparent 
or else the LED will not be seen. 

5. Claims 3-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The location of the cross point as claimed in the claimed combination 
is not suggested or disclosed, since the prior art cross point is centered at or within the LED 
conductive films 3 which are inside the resistive films 4, and there is no suggestion for the 
modification.
